A full-length picture of Alas¬

The picture has played to 
capacity audiences in each city 
that it has been shown, A. Ca- 
valli, secretary-manager of the 
Chamber of Commerce, said 
this week. 

Mr. Cavalli also pointed out 
that in addition to seeing an 
excellent picture, your pur¬ 
chase of tickets to the event 
will also benefit the Chamber 
of Commerce. Tickets are $1 
for adults and 50c for students.

Dear Sir: 

Before ieaving our home town 
of Sierra Madre for a trip of a 
lifetime through southwest Eu¬ 
rope, our parents told the editor 
of our prospective trip. He was 
kind enough to print an article 
so that our friends in town 
would catch up on the details 
of the trip. We want to write 
now and to share some of the 
further details of this wonder¬ 
ful experience. 

We left Sierra Madre by car 
the 25th of June for Quebec 
City, Canada. We had a fast 
but pleasant trip East and saii- 
ed July 3 on the Arosa Kulm. 
We had a ten-day journey with 
good weather across the Atlan¬ 
tic and docked in London Har¬ 
bor. Foliowing our arrivai in 
the world’s largest and one of 
the most interesting cities, we 
had a three-day vist in which 
time we saw many beautiful 
places and things. These in¬ 
cluded the Westminster Abbey, 
the Crown Jewels in the Tower 
of London, many museums, an 
afternoon ift Hyde Park where 
we saw the Queen reviewing 
the London Police department, 
10,000 in number, the changing 
of the guards at Buckingham 
Palace and many other fasci¬ 
nating things. 

We purchased our bicycles in 
Oxford and rode south through 
Winchester and Portsmouth, 
then east to Dover.

Purpose of Education Development 
Of Individual* Dr, Scharer Says 


“The purpose of modern edu¬ 
cation is the development of 
each individual for fullest par- 
, ticipation in our way of life.” 

This was the central theme of 
, Dr. Sharer’s address to the 
crowd of approximately 150 
who attended the PTA meeting 
at the school auditorium on 
Thursday evening. Sept. 16. 

In developing this idea. Dr. 
Sharer, superintendent of 
schools in San Gabriel, pointed 
out that, far from abandoning 
the fundamental 3 R’s, we must 
re-emphasize them and add 
three more properly to equip 
today's child lor today’s world. 
So, to reading, ’riting and ’rith- 
metic, we find added responsi- 
bility, reiationships and re¬ 
ligion. 

Dr. Sharer reminisced about 
his own education in the little 
red school house of song and 
story fame when “all children 
were forced through the same 
knot-hole.” And he concluded 
that today's child is infinitely 
better off under a system de¬ 
signed specifically to fit his in¬ 
dividual needs. 

In a later discussion Dr. Shar¬ 
er expressed the opinion that 
finding teachers equipped to 
implement this broad and chal¬ 
lenging philosophy of educa¬ 
tion was today' less of a prob¬ 
lem than it was even a few 
years ago. He did say, however, 
that he felt that the superior 
child was not receiving either 
the consideration or the atten¬ 
tion he deserved in today’s pub¬ 
lic school system. And about 
that, he said, something would 
have to be done. 

Following Dr. Sharer’s ad¬ 
dress, Mrs. Matiida Smith led i 
the group in a short community j 
sing, after which the meeting 1 
was adjourned to the cafeteria t

Each second and fourth Fri¬ 
day of each month, a large 
nuinber of men gather at the 
station to drag hose and to do 
general hard work required of 
them to keep in touch with the 
necessities of fire fighting. 
Were it not for the .general 
good fellowship and business of 
the meetings that follow the 
drills, there is great doubt that 
the interest would continue. 
The members are not anxious 
to fight fires, but they give all 
that they have in energy when 
one gets started. The least 
householders can do is to re¬ 
move all fire hazards from the 
premises and avoid fires in all 
respects.

Of this amount, $186,000,000 
was paid in cash to 247,000 liv¬ 
ing veterans or dependents of 
deceased veterans in the form 
of compensation or pension 
payments. The remainder cov¬ 
ered such benefits as GI Bill 
education or training, vocation¬ 
al rehabilitaion for the dis¬ 
abled, hospitalization, medical 
care, death indemnity, burial 
benefits, and the like.

than ever before, parents are 
interested and involved in the 
success of their children’s edu¬ 
cation. 

But it isn’t just the getting 
to know things that brings on 
the end-of-August excitement 
each year. It is a new kind of 
awareness that a teacher is a 
person, parents are persons, and 
—especially—children are per¬ 
sons. 

This is perhaps the most rep¬ 
resentative of the changes that 
have come about in education 
during the past few decades. 
It is an attitude of open-mind¬ 
edness and mutual respect, and 
it plays a vital part in your 
childrens’ learning. 

For the First Time 

If your youngster is going to 
school for the first time, then 
you, too, are embarking on an 
adventure of learning. If you 
stay in his classroom the first 
day or two, and visit later on, 
you may be surprised even 
though you are “up” on the 
new teaching methods—to see 
them applied. 

This brings up one aspect of 
your own educaticmal adven¬ 
ture. You encourage your 
child’s curiosity. Encourage 
your own. You find you want 
to ask, “Miss X, what is the 
principle behind the new way 
of teaching reading?” If Miss 
X is like most teachers, you will 
find her happy to talk over that 
question and anything else that 
may be on your mind. 

You may wonder, in the be¬ 
ginning, just what Johnny is 
learning. In those first few 
days, the children are learn¬ 
ing something very fundamen¬ 
tal. They begin to understand 
each other and to trust the new 
adult—Teacher—who is to play 
such an important role in their 
lives. 

Teacher's Importance 

Sometimes a mother feels 
that Teacher is too important. 
She feels left out, and must re¬ 
mind herself to give her child 
the freedom to be fond of other 
adults and respect them. Soon 
she discovers that her own role 
is as important as ever—espe¬ 
cially if she participates in the 
school experience, learning 
along with child and teacher. 

Increasingly, modern parents 
consult with the school staff 
and with each other, promote 
group discussion, attend lec¬ 
tures. 

More and more, mothers— 
and fathers who can manage 
it—are taking time to see for 
themselves just what enters 
into their children’s education, 
and to make their own contri¬ 
bution. 

Many parents, incidentally, 
that simply observing their 
boys and girls in a different 
environment—as working mem¬ 
bers of a group—is immensely 
enlightening. 

But keep in mind that this 
process of enlightenment works 
three ways. The teacher wants 
to learn from you, too. 

No independently thinking 
individuals can rver agree com¬ 
pletely on every detail of bring¬ 
ing up children—but they can 
ascertain and understand each 
other’s views. 

Keep Teacher Informed 

Your contact with your 
child’s teacher may at times be 
as simple as advising her that 
your first-grader is hesitant 
about asking to leave the 
room.

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here as an authority on landscaping, gardening and 
truck farming. Some of his experience, the same 
as Norm's, was gained through his work for the 
famed landscaper, C. Jacques Hahn. Both Norm 
and Bob are Californians, with birthplaces in Los 
Angeles and San Pedro, respectively, so their knowl¬ 
edge of soil conditions and requirements within 
this vicinity is a tremendous advantage not only 
to themselves but to their customers. . .

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE, FIXING 
THE AMOUNT OF MONEY

BY TAXATION UPON THE 
TAXABLE PROPERTY
